choice to handle the fame argument^ and with fuch profounde 

deepe /kill performde ii^ as that truth taketh her fdfe much 

bound vnto him, who made her to fpeake eloquently that vfeth 

to be plaine, and falfe prophefies ct/hamed, who fo long have 

vfurped truths titles. From hence maift thou leame [or at leajt 

remember) thcU the grecUefi Monarches {howfoeuer proud in 

their owne ftrength) muft either fail with an enemies ftroake, or 

{as Rome did) with her (none waight: here maift thou fee that 

nothing is fo made, but fubiect to great change. And yet leafl 

thou defire to kncwe what thou oughteft not, I haue laboured to 

make knowne what thou fhouldeft defire: my leifure will not 

ftrue to delaine thee long, aftd a fhort preface is befeeming fo 

fmall paines, I take my leaue, and {if thou haft deferued) I giue 

thee thanks: onely this I mufl cuid further (not to accufe others, 

or make an Apologie for my felfe) that I neuer yet in the least 

fyllable of the fo tearmed loofefl line, meant either to modeftie,

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I. England's address to her Three Daughters 
1595. (See full title on page i.) 

THERE is no name on the title-page of Polimanteia — 
whence EnglaiuTs address to Iter Three Daughters 
IS fetched — and only the initials ' W. C appended to the 
Epistle-dedicatory to the Earl of Essex. Mr. W. C. Hazlitt 
{Hand'Booky s,n.) has ascribed the book to a WiLLlAM 
Clarke, without authority as without any elucidation or 
explanation. Thomson, in the At/tena Cantabrigie^tsis, s,n,, 
gives the name as William Clerke — with these details — 
"matriculated as a sizar of Trinity College in June 1575 : 
became a scholar of that house and 1578-9 proceeded B.A. 
He was soon afterwards elected a fellow and in 1582 com- 
menced M. A." He adds — " He is the supposed author of 

The Triall of Bastardie : that part of the second Part of Policie or manner 
of Government of the Realme of England : so termed, Spiritual!, or 
Ecclesiastical!. Annexed at the end of this Treatise, touching the 
prohibition of Marriage, a Table of tlie Levitical!, English, and Posi- 
tive Canon Catalogues, their concordance and difference. London, 
410, 1584. Dedicated to Robert Redmayn, doctor of law, judge- 
delegate and commissary (for the vacancy of the see) within the city 
and diocese of Norwich.*' 

Then follows the title-page of Polimanteia, It will be ob- 
served that neither does the Athena Cantab, adduce autho- 
rity for the assignation of either Triall of Bastardie or of 
Polimanteia to William Clerke. Its compiler — who was 
most painstaking and careful — probably simply accepted 
the entry in Dr. Bliss's Sale-catalogue, vol i. p. jy. I — for 
one — wish more were known of this William Clerke and 
his authorship of tliese two noticeable books. I have not 
had opportunity of seeing the Triall of Bastardie. Prob-

ably the terms of tbe dedicatioa to Rediiia3*n of Norwich 
point to some connection of the Writer with Norwich. But 
for the present at least W. C. and even William Gierke is 
but nominis umbra. It is clear that he was supremely 
'taken' by the great Earl of Elssex. Few tributes even 
to him give one a deeper sense of the hold he had on 
contemporary Englishmen than Polimanteias EfMstle- 
dedicatory. 

That which alone has been a 'preserving salt for PoK" 
manieia is the author s ex'ident familiarity ¥rith his most 

illustrious contemporaries. Thomson (as before) commits 
the usual error of saying that Engkmd^s Address contains 
^the earliest known publication in which onr immortal 
dramatist is alluded to by name." Dr. Ingleby's Century 
has shown this to be a mistake. None the less is the allu* 
sion to Shakespeare right memorable and noteworthy. In 
1595, spite of Titus Andronicus \ King Henry F/., pt i. : 
77^5^ Two Gentlemen of Verona : The Comedy of Errors : 
Vettus and Adonis : King Henry VL, pt. ii. : Loves* s 
Labour's Lost : Romeo and Juliet : Sonnets : King Henry 
VLt pt. iii. : Lucrece : Tlie Taming of the Shrew : King 
Richard HL : Tlie Merchant of Venice, and A Midsummer- 
Nighfs Dream, he was mainly known as '^ sweet Shake- 
speare/' save that Lucrece is designated (as I read the 
margin-note) " All praise worthy Lucrecia," (p. 44.) My 
conception is that 'sweet,' like the charming traditional 
'gentle/ was meant to characterize the man rather than 
the Poet (or Dramatist). If so — then the further margin- 
note (p. 45) 'Wanton Adonis. Watfons heyre* was 
intended not for Vefius and Adonis and Shakespeare 
as 'Watfons heyre/ but rather Richard Barnfield was 
' Watson's heyre/ and his Cynthia, published also in 1595, 
the suggcstcr of 'Wanton Adonis* — both Venus and 
Adonis occurring and recurring in it,. and indeed in most 
of his longer poems. But as noted in the places, ' sweet ' is 
uncd very uncritically by W. C. throughout. 
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Our Notes and Illustrations — appended at close of the 
volume — will guide to other tid-bits of names and allusions 
and specially to the most noticeable appeal to Nash and 
Harvey (pp. 39-40) ; and so here I would only remark 
generally that in this England's Address will be found — 
as put into our title-page — glimpses of * Elizabethan 
England* in 'gentle life' or among the well-born and 
cultured of the Universities and Inns of Court. As such, 
it ought long since to have been recalled to access and 
memory. For more on details I must refer the student- 
reader to Notes and Illustrations, as just intimated.

As this work seems to be utterly unknown even to Biblio- 
graphers, it is thought expedient to make full quotations 
from it, commencing with the Epistle-dedicatory to Hatton 
and so going forward, as follows :

It is Too 
Good To Bs Tkub : whereof this Hooke haih his title, miiich if Ihe Difcourfe 
thereof be well marked, I doubl net but that it will like the Codlic, plcafo the 
Hcncd, and wamc ibe Wicked. And therefore, as I tiarc taken lor.g paynes 
befecch thee take a lilde payoes to rcade it thorowly, which 
ii all thai I wii'n. And thus 1 end.

X Introduction. 

Turning back on the title-page and these Epistles of this 
hitherto overlooked book of the class of Sir Thomas 
More's Utopia and V>2X:oviS Atlanta and Bishop Hall's -<lfi/«- 
dus, it is to be noted that Omen is = Nemo, />., nobody, and 
Mauqfvn - Nusquam, f>., nowhere, while the 'Countrey' 
that Sivqila finds too evil to stay in is shown early to be 
England, as will be seen immediately. 

The whole drift of the Author, accordingly, is to picture 
an 'ideal' Country in contrast with the degenerate and 
wicked * Anglia ' of the period. This he does by putting 
into the mouth of Sivqila successive questions to Omen 
on the various persons and things named in the ' Preface to 
the Reader,' with the invariable result that whatever hap- 
pens to be mentioned is ' perfect ' in ' Mavqfvn ' and evil in 
' Ailgna,' save that now and again exceptions are made of 
good individuals in the several classes. The ' dialogue ' is 
' slow ' and the narrative extremely tedious and the illustra- 
tive ' stories * spun out long after the material is exhausted. 
Nevertheless there are capital hits at the ' besetting sins ' of 
this early Elizabethan period. ' Sivqila ' found out that he 
could not possibly be admitted into 'Mavqfvn/ but Omen 
was willing to answer all his enquiries ; and so the ' Dia- 
logue * proceeds. 

The book thus opens : " Omen. I meruaile what fellowe 
this is that commcs towards me thus fpeedily: he thinkes 
belike to haue fomc fuccour here, but he is much deceiued, 
for wee ncucr goc to trouble any : neither anie (hal trouble 
vs. What art thou firra ? what is thy name ? from whence 
doeft thou come ? and what wouldeft thou haue > Siuqila, 

fir, I am come from the furtheft parts of the worlde I 
thinke, there is no place nor Countrey but I haue bin in it 

1 beleue, (except this where your dwel) : my name is Siuqila, 
a finner I confefie, but one that feares God, loues his worde, 
eftemes equitie, and abhors wickednes : my chiefe defire is 
to finde out a Countrey and people, as are altogether affec- 
tioned as I am. Omen, You may goe round about the 
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whole worlde, and tIioro\ve and thorowe it againe, ere you 
flial find the leaft village (much Icfle a whole Couutrey) of 
fuch as you name your felfe to be : I pray you of what 
Couatrey are you? Siuqila. Forfooth I was borne in a 
famous and mod fertile Hand called Ailgna. Omen. If I 
doe not miftake it, there are fome of your Countreme, that 
would haue rapt out halfe a dozen oathes, in a fjreat deale 
lefTe talkc then you haue vttered. Siuqila. That ia true, 
God amend it, which vice with manie other, too commonlie 
frequented, was the chiefe occafion of my comming from 
thence," Siuqila tells how 'abused' and disappointed he 
had been in his vain 'trauels.' but on Omen's describing 
generally his ' Mavqfvn,' he exclaims — 'Wei, though my 
trauaile hath bene troublcfome, paineful and dangerous, 
yet I repent not my iorney : for now I hope I haue found 
the place that will pleafe me : I pray you let vs make haft, 
1 think long vntil I be in it." To this — as already inti- 
mated — there is a dead refusal, as thus : 
0mm, Vou were bed lo knowe firJl, whether you dial bee M-clcome ihcther 

Siuqila. I ttiid I Oial behiuc my (dfe in fuch order, that none (hill millikc me. 

Omrn. Wcl, to be plalnc, yau cannot come (hccc. Tor wee keep aoDe but Tuch 
ai ate borne and bred ia our ourn Counttey, therefore no Slraunger 
can dwell wJih ui, for ir tbcy fhould, we (hould rather leamc their vicei 
then they fotluwe our verlues. 

Siuqiht. Ai fou &re to be praifed for keeping away the wicked, fo are you to 
to be mlOiked for icruring the godlie : for you could leamc of Ihcm no 
harme, bul gooilneife. 

Omtn. Spcul-e better then we they mny, but offend fo little as wee ihey can- 
not. And yel if ve (hould receiue any beeing ncuer fo godly and 
honefl : would all the brood (hey breed be fo godly 04 ihcy I no, not 
fo, for the godlicft fathers in the old lime, have had godlelfe children. 

Siuqila. I cannot denie that : bnl if yoa would be fo good vnto me, as to 
fuffer me a whUe 10 remaine in your Countrey, I would (by Cod's help) 
Uue in fuch order, thni I wold not encreafe your number. 

Qmtn. Are you not tleOi and bloud 1 are you not a finner ? 

Siuqila. Yes truly that I am, or clfe I were a Iyer. 

Omtn, Then we wil not Iruft you, nor put it in proofe : as godly men as you 
have broken as grcate promifes u that : Therefore fet your hart at 
idl, you may not come there nor you (hall not come therb 
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ftlitiil) be tiv/jj^ Tcrily fjc cjg them is t!;at ccden that 
ili^e w<Kf !4 faaue Hn duicr a p^y. a msnaacry, or a Slajr- 

The 'ovcT'gawdy 'drdling' of die gender sex comes in 
fr/f much fcvere reprehension ; and tkcjr arc pointed to die 
unchznf(inf( '(zMhUmB' of the very 'hearbes and trees' — 
'* M^irke the vegetable creatures, whether they keepe not 
their oldc falhion ftill or no ? hath not the Primerofe, the 
CowUffp, the Dcafte, the Marigolde, the Rofemarie, the 
Lillle, the Apple tree, the Walnut tree, and all other 
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Hearbes, Weedes, trees, and plantes, tlie like flowers, leaves, 
ftalkes, rootcs, fruite, colour, fmcll, tafte, vertue, and quali- 
ties, that they had the lafl yeare ? and haue alwaies had 
fince their firft creation ? " (p. 23.) The chief occupation of 
the majority arc summarily classified as " Bearbaitings, 
Bulbaytings, Players, Vauters, and Tumblers." (p. 27.) 
Siuqila adds, however, "Some with vs, whofc parentes 
feare God, are brought vp in the fame order (thankes be 
to God). But truely the mod of our youth, efpecially 
the poorer fort, are fo tidlingly, fondly, wantonly, and 
idely brought vp, that it is a gricfe to the godly." (p, 37.) 
The national "Drunkenness' presents a manifold subject 
for "doctrine, reproof, correction, inftruction in rigetcouf- 
nefs " ; and one gird remains as true to-day as then — " If 
thou (houldcft be confiraincd to giue the fourth part for the 
defence of your Countrey, of that which thou fpcndeft in 
one yeere to fliorten thy life, or to kill tbyfelfc, thou would- 
eft thinke thou were vndonc." (p. 56) The profanation of 
the Sabbath seems to have most of all 'gricued ' the good 
Siuqila. as thus : " I woulde to God they did beOowe the 
Sabbath daye fo well with vs. I thinke vcrilye, if any day 
be more profaned with vs then other, it is the Sabbath daye, 
that God hatli appointed to bee kept moft holye. For I 
doubt manyc doe come to the Church that daye more to 
prye then to praye : more to looke then to leame : more to 
(hew themfelues then to flianne finne : more to marke others 
then to amend themfelues : more for cuftome then confcience, 
and more to heare a -Hie Preaching then to followe the god- 
lye teaching. And if raanye of them doe thus, that come to 
the Church, what may be thought of them that come not to 
the Church ? Many are conftrarned to labour for their 
liuing in the week day, whereby they auoid idlenefTe the 
mother of mifchief, whereof many I feare, though they are 
not idle on the Sabboth day, they are not wel occupied. 
For that day they giue themfelues to Drinking, Dicing, 
Dancing, Swearing, chaffing, Playing, Bowling, Beare-bait- 
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ing, & to other vanities." (pp. 73-4.) Now and again there 
are odd bits of story-telling as this of the Devil — " Siuqila. 
It was credibly reported, that a luftie ladde with vs, (a 
folemne fwearer) loofing his money at Dice, had blafphemed 
God with many terrible othes, faying : If I had the DiucU 
here, I would eate htm : who had no fooner fpoke thefe 
words, but a Spider (or elfe the Diuel in the likenefle of a 
Spider) came down ouer his mouth : which, as foone as he 
(awe, he fnatcht into his mouth, and fo died prefently. 
Omen. A fearefuU example, and enough (me thinkes) to 
make euery one ceafe from fwearing. If it were a Spider, 
then it was fufiicient to dedroy his bodie : but if it were the 
Diuell, it was enough to deftroy him and a thoufand fuch, 
both bodie and foulc." (p. Tj^ 

Omen as against * Dicing/ and * Gambling,' upholds ' Ex- 
ercife of the higher fort,* as * Chess,' which he goes on to 
set forth as "the Aftronomer's game & the Philofopher's 
game, which wettes their wittes, reuertes their minds, and 
hurts no body in the meane feafon." (p. 93.) 

The * Lawyers ' of * Mavqfvn * are the very embodiments 
of justice and mercy. Not so thofe of Ailgna, e^^ " Our 
Courtes are fo coftly. the fees fo greate, the expences fo 
much, the delayes fo many, the trauayle fo farre, the triall 
fo long, and the obtaining fo doubtfull : that poore men can 
not, nor many wife men dare not beginne or profecute the 
lawe. They had rather take halfe before they begin tlie 
lawe, than to lay out their money in hope to haue all at the 
end of the lawe. Our lawe with vs paffes building, which 
building is found to be fuch a priuie theefe, that many vn- 
wife builders haue bin much impoueriflied thereby: For 
looke, what many thinkes will frame vp the whole, will 
fcantly finirti the halfe. Yet are they fure to haue halfe a 
houfe for their money : and if they beftowe fo much more 
they are certaine to haue a houfe. But he that goeth to 
the lawe with vs, for the obtaining of his right (as he thinks) 
and makes an accounte that twenty pounde wil try his 
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matter to the end : it may chance cod him an huiidrelh 
pountle, yea and fel al the houfes, lands, and liuing he hath, 
and yet goe without that he fues for" (pp. 115-16). 

The 'Phyficians' and 'Surgeons,' especially the 'Stipend- 
arie Surgeons' of the Hospitals, have a sad name in Ailgna. 
They are represented as greedy, grasping, careless, cruel. 
One terrible story of a poor man, with a 'sore anne," in one 
of the Hospitals, with the as terrible exposure, detection, 
and punishment of the offending Surgeon, makes one 
shudder to-day (pp. 126-133). Here is a quaint portion 
of the dialogue on the physicians and sui^eons ; 
Siujila. ... It is polTible they wil be forie if they came late to n rich man, 
but as fur ft poote man, they thjulc they may tanie their leyfure wel 
JDaugh. If our Surgeons IhouM do as your Surgeons do, they would 
Ihinke that tlicy lliould not be able to find themfelues and ihcir Tamely. 
Omnt. Though they thinke fo, yet ours thinke not fo, for onr Surgeons be- 
leeue ^■e^ily, thit God profpers them ihe belter, and makes Ihem the 
richer, becaufe they are fo ready to come and relecue the poore. 
Siujila. Though it be fo in deede, yel it is hard to heale that into our Sur- 
geons heades. They liad rather haue one birde in their own hand 
then two in an other mans hand. 
Omttt. But our Surgeons hud rmher haue one bird in Gods hand then two in 
Iheir own : for they thinke thai Ihe one bird lliot is in Gods hande, is 
better then two birdcs in their owne hand. And that one bird in 
Gods hatid will biing forth more cncrenfe than twenlie fuch biids at 
thcin will do, which they haue in their owne hand. (pp. izi-2,) 

The 'Marchants' and money-lenders and borrowers are 
pungently handled. 'Usury' must have been an infinite 
oppression in those days. 'Ingratitude' (i.e., 'ingrate' 
persons) receives vehement rebuke, and a long-drawn-out 
but effective story and judgment enforces it. Finally — 
How extremely ' ideal ' Mauqfun is, may appear from the 
following full quotation : 

Omtn. It woulde rcloyce any Goilly mani heart to fee how the rich with vs 

beftowes their lime and their goods. 
Siujila. I pray you, fir, how is that ? 

OmiH. Foifooth as foone as they are vp, which ia very early, they goe to 
vifii iher poore neighbours houfes, & mod gently, louingly, & willingly, 
tliey giue ihem mony to relieue Ihem withal, according lo their necet- 
lilie, Mid their owne abllilie ; and you thall fee the Hche mens wines 
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ttZt. Ok lauv^ WTOMs. ^MC texe iaii liacaaiiic bears: ob ImaoDg 
Iswe. dac irgjci ^ ^lir inart iff thkt :v.dia. Yi«r pocnc people woe

and (haU eale your 6clh as it were fire,* &c Bui truly, their ftonie 
hearts are fo fiintie hard, that neither ihefe words, nor yet the moA 
terrible threalnlngs in aU the Scriptures befides, can penetrate any 
part thereof, (pp. 70-2.) 

Summarily onward, we read : 

S/ufi/a. Arc all your Nobilltie of that humilitie you fpeake of? 

O^^H. What elfe? Vo as h.rde a thing to fynde with vs a haughtie 
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heart in the Nobilitie, a lof\ie looke in the Ladies, or a difdaineliill 
countenance in the Gentlemen, or their wiues, as it is to iinde a mecke 
minde in a froward woman, a chafl heart in a Harlot, or liberalitic in 
a niggard or Snudge. (p. 96. ) 

Besides the glimpses into the England of 1587, and 
before, this neglected quarto (pp. viii and 175) gives vivid 
insight into the condition of society as represented by 
'Preachers* and 'Lawyers* and 'Merchants' and 'Physi- 
tions/ and all tlie others designated in the * Preface to the 
Reader/ in contrast with the immaculate citizens of 
Mauqsun, and there are a number of noticeable words and 
phrases that I deem it well to place on record — seeing that 
I fear another v;i!l not readily be found to read through the 
somewhat trying old book in its quaint blacfe XlXXZt type. 

I take such things, more especially rare words, as I 
marked in reading from commencement to close :

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*'As for jrour conduiion, concerning the fufferance of fuch as haae libertie 
to doo well, and will not : Truelie fuch is the good pitie of our Prince, that 
where heretofore fonie haue burned fuch as were godlie, for a good caufe : (he 
beares with fuch as bee vnreformed, for a further consideration : not tendering 
their cafe to their confufion ; but intending a care of their conueriion, (laying 
oftentimes where (he might (Irike, in hope of amendment ; yet (briking fometime 
where (he muft needes for feare of a mifchiefe.

II. A Quest of Enquirie 1595 (see full 

title on page 143.) 

Of the authorship of this unique book absolutely nothing 
has been transmitted to us. It is quite a contrast with 
England's Address, but just because of that seems to the 
Editor of quick interest for its similar presentation of the 
' simple ' or vulgar aspects of * the commonalty.' Regarded 
broadly, it reminds us how very small our now great Lon- 
don then was and how provincial in its tone, when such a 
' quarrcU ' and ' quest ' could so excite the community and 
inspire (as it would seem) abundant 'ballads' and keen 
passion all round. As with the other, in Notes and Illus- 
trations, certain ' noticeable things ' are guided to and an- 
notated. 

With respect to Polimanteiay the most voracious Reader 
will agree that the opening and close are ample specimens 
of the treatise-proper, which is a tedious and weak discourse 
of ' divination ' and all kind of credulities and nullities. It 
should have over- weighted the 'Address' of England to 
her ' Three Daughters ' to have reproduced so wearisome a 
book in extenso. With reference to the Latin verses pre- 
fixed to Polimanteia (p. 7), they may thus 'speak English* : 

Flood, earthquake, pestilence on all sides, dearth. 

Wars — what remains for ruin of the earth ? 

Fire ! now £ur off— whence ? from Jove's ramparts hi^ 

What piles such ills on Earth ? Impiety. 

Still is there hope of safety ? Only one. 

Who gives it? Piety? Who owns her? None.

This age hauing re-*' 
ceiued into her hands the Common-** 
wealth, refembling a table of mod cu-" 
rious and exact workmanfliip, yet ob-" 
fcured (as it were) and darkened with*' 
old age, doth fo blame her felfe that a-** 
nie flial go about to renew her colours,*' 
that (he hath not fo much as care to pre-" 
feme her rude darke dimmed and ob-" 
fcured ihadowes: for what is left now" 
of the ancient Romane manners, which" 
happely fometime fuftained the Com-*' 
mon wealth ? Where is now that wor- " 
thie and ancient honor due to the lear-" 
ned Student and couragious Souldier?" 
Thefe are fo long fince wome out of" 
vfe, as RofPt€ that fometimes iloriihed, " 
feemes now to want the verie remem-" 
brance of them. It is needful! therefore" 
that I ihould awake the eternally famo-" 
fed perfonages of olde, who liued once" 
honourable to their countrie, but now" 

S lye 
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**\yt dead, and their vertues buried with 
'^them, becaufe few or none can be foud 
"to followe their example. Wee Hue to 
"render an account for this offence, but 
"God graunt wee bee not found faultie 
"and chaftifed for our labour: for it is 
"not by chance but by our finne, that we 
"haue but the appearance of a ftate well 
"gouemed, the trueth whereof we haue 
"loft long fince. This Orator weighing 
the vertue and honeftie of the ancient 
Romanes, againft the ambition & ryo- 
tous demeanour of his time, found that 
his feare was not caufelcs, for the mine 
of the Common wealth. In like manner 
may I poore defolate and diftreffed cai- 
tife doe, if within my bowels vntimely 
bred by my owne follie, be found fignes 
of greater daungcr ; and not fo much 
remaining as the verie name of hone- 
ftie ; for to my vnfufferable & vnpitied 
griefe, ModefiU & Sobrietie are changed 
into all manner of diflblution. There 
could not bee found amongft them in 
the fober times of our forefathers fuch 

needles 
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needles exceffe of all fuperfluities : for 
they were fober, frugall, and full of 
(Irength, fit to labour the earth and to 
weild armes, knowing, as Alexander the 
Great made remondrance to them of 
Macedon^ who fawe Darius his armie 
fliine with gold, that all that fumptuous 
(howe Ihould bee nothing but a richer 
fpoyle to them which were clad with 
yron. Late is the time fince the "Lovre Not/afefar 
Countries, Images of my (late, and ^\rT^^^ 
glafle whereby to addreffe my UM^\ wealth if the 
fince the Duke of Burgonie^ as Cominaus ^,^^if 
writeth, could g^ine nothing of the 
Swizard for his poore pouertie : And 
howfoeuer in Ccefars time, conquering 
ambition that ment to make the Ro- 
mane; Es^le pearch vnder the North- 
pole, could hardly bee content to fuffer 
me to liue free from inuafion, yet now 
my abundance hath made me an eye 
fore to my neighbour Kings, and the

uey out my fouldiers to defend others ; 
then let not mee perifh by you whom I 
haue deemed no lefle deare, then my 
owne life : trecheries haue taught dates, 
to take heed with whome they loyne in 
amitie : and Demostlunes wifhed the 
Greekis to take heede of this, which if 
they had wifely followed Amintas fonne 
and his fuccefibrs had not oppreflfed 
Greece by a fained amitie. Thus fore- 
warned Nicolaus vfider vauld the Flem-y^MM^ib- 
mings forefathers, to take heede of for- '"^**^*''^ 
rainers, which if they had wifely follow- 
ed, so many cities of trafficke had not 
been townes of Garrifons. But my ru- 
ine (if it vnhappelie happen, which ^nviwr 
God forbid) is not by ftrangers force,-^^*''^ 
for they are too feeble to weaken my 
ftate: but by fuch as I kindely nourifb mAtkmgUo 
mine owne bowels: for whilft one ^^'ujhmidU 
deth for Spaine^ another for France^ theA 
third for the Lowe Countries^ and euerie 

V 2 quarter 
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quarter of the land, hath fuch as being 
difpleafcd ^inth mee, are defirous to 
pleafe (Irangers \ it muft needes happen 
that my ioynts being racked with fo 
great a torment, I Hue feeble, & confeffe 
that mine owne inhabitants did worke 
my ouerthrowe : the gold and filucr of 
mine enemies is able to preuaile as 
much (with my vniuftly tearmed Englilb 
men) as in the daies of Scaunts. Fondlie 
are you deceiued with a hope of quiet 
to your minds, howfoeuer in (how they 
pretend fo : for credit me that haue tried 
it long fincc, they meane nothing leflfe. 

But as Philip made the Atheftians be* 
leeue that he had pretences againft the 
PlotenftSf OfynthianSf and others, there- 
by to pafle further; but Dtfnostlutus 
told the citizens, that if Philip had once 
wonne Olyntha and Corcyra^ who de- 
maunded fuccour of the Atlunians^ hee 
would not reft till hee had conquered 
whole Grecia : which by little and little 
he effected after. And howfoeuer (cou- 
trimen) Philip may perfwade you, that 

his 
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his purpofe is but onely to reforme re- 
ligion, and to paffe no further : yet vn- Tmft him 
der this pretence, hauing gotte footing 
within your walles, harbor within your 
townes, and hands within your treafu- 
ries, you fhall finde his entent to be farre 
otherwife, and neuer (vnles your wiues 
confpire againft them) to bee rooted Glue him an 
out Thus naumg obtained Cortnth, hee ^^ ^„ ^/;, 
fhall after come to ride vpon the backe 
of Greece: or as Cajfius perfwading the 
Heluetians^ vnder pretence of alliance, 
and fhowe of a good caufe, broched a 
difcorde, and fo made Frame fubiect to 
the Romane Empire. For if Maximilian 
the Duke of Ausirich durft fay that hee 
treated of agreement with King Lewes An vfuaii 
the 12. onely to be reuenged of the fe-^'f' 
uenteen iniuries which he had receiued 
of the French men (although they were 
fcarce thought to haue done him any) 
what fhall wee thinke the Spanyard will 
performe againft vs, of who he fuppo- 
feth to haue receiued fo many harmes, 
and fo foule difhonors ? No (valerous 
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ner, firft obtained by their true valour, 
by Henry the 2. and after by Charles the 
9. and fo lately by thefe two laft Hen- 
ries, In like manner, if you continue as 
you haue begun, to be vnited amongft 
your felues, to be fufpitious of forraine 
flatterie, to diflruft (vpon al pretences) Asjtuiym 
the Spanifli treacherie; then (hall I flo- 
rifli as mod fortunate, and caufe them 
fue for my truce. That one conqueft 
(when feas did fwel wth fo great pride) 
obtained againft their Nauie 1588. \i^&i Note this. 
by Fames alarme been founded in the 
vtmoft parts of the world, & hath made 
the Spanyard defirous of my fauour. And 
if I bee challenged to buy my peace at 
too high a rate, I will fooner loyne with 
France^ and lend him (as I haue done) the 
riches of my land, the intrapped by Sy- 
ris fongs, haue my beautie fo long cd« 
mended, with JEfops Crow to let fall ^'^ Dan^a^nu 
foode whereupon I Hue. And howfoe[uer]- ^^ "^'^^ «** 

Spaint, 

France by too much fweating is growne 
drie, and by too great bloudletting is 
waxen pale, and that for one crowne (he 

hath 
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Frammft hath fpcfit fo oiaiiie, that now flic is 
warres. fcarce able to giue her fouldiers pay. 

And howfoeuer Flanders falfely wil fel 
Ar0ifi/aitk' their friends to buy their peace: yet let 
/k„^adkt. ^ make this a rule of eftate, that when 
the might of one kingdome extraordi- 
narilie groweth great, the lefler fliould 
vnite themfelues, as the fmaller beads 
againft the enemies they feare. And 
though Spayne may feeme conftantlie 
WkySf^int prodigall, (a wonder prodigalitie to be 
inktTh^'^ conftant) (and ncuer poflfible without 
pjftrs. fupplie of the Indian gold) and France 

too i>oore and needle, yet thinke that 
ciuill warres hauing been fo long with- 
in her bowels, are only the caufes of all 
this miferie. I compare not the great- 
nes of thefe two kingdomes (howfoe- 
.\>f*^tt^i ucr there may bee matter wherein to 
^i!'^i^\ Ixillance them) but I am fure of this (as 
^«m;;/iw./. the cafe ftands) I haue farre leffe caufe 
to fuf|Hvt the Frirtckman then the Spa* 
n\\irj\ for ht.s intent hath been as it was 
^.ttu'f." towarxls them of the Lowe Countries, 
when C^arUs the fift and the Pope con- 
cluded 
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eluded to oucrthrow and difperfe them 
by their owne meanes : the pretence 
was religion, the commiflion was gran- 
ted to the Bifhop of Terracina : fuch like 
policies (as they thought) were not ea- 
fily found out I ceafe to repeate and To Parry^ 
(hame to vtter the fundrie offers that ^ "^*» 
haue been made to my owne countrie 
men, feeding them with vaine hope and 
vncertaine promifes, to fell my wealth, 
my honour, my dignitie, and what I re- 
puted excellent to the enemies hand ; 
the prefent times, and the feare & Azxi- Lopn ex^ 

ger fcarce paft, make me I muft ^^'^'^^' pf june \i<i^, 
ber it Nor are the malicious practifes 
againfl me, fuch, as zeale fomtime kind- 
led for Religions fake ; but in thofe 
daies when Spayne and I were both olspaimnu 
one minde, he courted me with tearmes_.-^f*^' 
halfe deceiuing my fimplicitie; he am-^*(^^- 
bitioufly fued to obtaine my fauour ; he 
fpake me faire but ment falfely; he was 
treacherous, I fufpitious, and fo we par- 
ted : and doe thofe now within my 
bounds (who tearme themfelues Ca-

ther with the intrals of her earth, did (he 
not (hed the pureft of her bloud to fa- 
tisiie thofe Spanijh bloud-hounds ? This 
trueth hath told vs, out of the vntrue ThiSpani/k 
mouth of their owne Bxfliops. Hath re- 
ligion faued lawfull Princes that they 
haue not violently been expelled their 
owne kingdomes, by the Spanifli tyran- 
nie ? What countrie foeuer had to deale 
with them (as fewe there bee which are 
free from them) haue been forced to 
confeflfe that Spayne is humble till ^tNouthis. 
get footing ; but the ambitioufly proud ; 
that (he pretends religion and promi« 
feth largely, but that (he cares for no 
religion and performes it fparingly: yet 
her falfe zeale, fmoothing her face ouer 
to the fimple view, hath made her vni- 
ted to fome ; deare to many ; and vn- 
fufpected to all. But fuch pra£lifes haue 
been a tyrants cloake, which they haue 
call about the to deuoure the Church. 
Such preteces haue bin masking weeds 
which they haue worne in policie, the 
better to cad lottes for the Common- 
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tries? and if diere be one amoi^ tiiein 
(as it mxf bee tibcre are rome few) «4io 
aiv definms cX oar good, and wifli vs 
the tnieth (as they teanne it) of the ca- 

tiiiolike 
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tholike religid, yet there are a thoufand 
Hamans who will enterprife the mine of 
the Jewifh nation, accufe them to the 
King of Perfia, that they haue a religion 
differing from his; but it is by reafon oispani/hila- 
the hate, conceiued againft iuft Mardo-^^^ 
cey : thus religion was made a cloake ThsypreGd 
for treacherous and intoUerable pride : i^tenTtre- 
thus Abfolon the patteme of thefe court- ^^O'- 
ly politicks ftoode pittying the Jewes Ab/oiona 
at the courte gate, as though he had de-^*^^'"" 
fired the helpe of their eftate, but it 
was nothing elfe but an ambitious hu- 
mour to obtaine a kingdome ; in like 
manner deale the Spaniards with my ca- 
tholikes fo tearmed at this day, they 
(land and court them, and fay with Ab- 
folon^ your caufe is good, but there is 
none that pitties you : O if I had the go- 
uemement of thefe things, then fhould 
England obtaine hir auncient religion, Taketutde: 
and then would followe their former ''''t/^''^'^- 
plentie : and thus the Hand that is now 
diilreffed euery day in feare of forraine 
inuafion, (hould be able to meete the e- 
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frcedomc of their confcience : yet thefe 
are neuer fo foolifh to thinke it pofTi- 
ble, to be obtained by your meanes, nor 
fo profanelie wicked, to admit of fo bad 
a caufe. And although fome few (and I 
perfwade my. felfe they are very fewe) 
may be found perhaps, as either being 
Atheifts without God, or lewes without 
Chrifl, or monflers without naturall af- 
fection, who can bee content to pearce 
my bowels through my Princeffe fide, 
and fo let forth my peace, or laie vio- 
lent hands vpo mine annointed, to make 
my children to eate themfelues : yet re- 
folue thy felfe (and vainelie fooltfli to 
refolue otherwife) that the moft eftran- 
ged Englifhman from naturall loue, 
who hath lofl his affection by long tra- 
uaile, or the loofeft chriflian I harbor, Nou this. 
who hath lent his affection to all plea- 
fure, or the moft defperate, whom need 
and extremitie haue made careles, or the 
deuouteft Catholicke, whom deceiued- 
lie zeale and confcience haue made re- 
ligious : ftial euer fo farre eftrange them he/o. 

felues 
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felucs from an Englifli minde? So mndi 
be alienated from my long bred lotie? 
And lalUie fo cnidlie to wtfli me euill? 
That they would open my gates to 
ftrangers? Proftrate my wealth to the 
SfmmuirJ \ and exchange my peace for 
rooft cniell tirannie?

defperate. The tnseth hereof b appa> 
rantly knowne; both by aodest hifto- 
ries, and of later rime, not oaeiy vithin 
thefe (mall dominiocis, hemmed widi 
the narrow (eas, but in populous and 
large Italie, within the walles of proud, 
(lately and commausdlng Rome^ where 
the often Sece(&ons of the comon peo- 
ple, to the Mount Atuntin^ may plainly 
teftifie that malecontented, they prete- 
ded a reformation of the rich Nobilitie. 
So that the horrible, ftrange, and dete- 
fled praftifes of our rime, which fome 
moft irreligioufly haue plotted to ob- 
taine their purpofe (being nothing in 
trueth but an ouerflowing ambition, & 
an infatiable defire to rule) haue ^^^^^ pai/e prdm- 
fmoothed ouer with the fine tearmes oif^^^^y- 

tors and rt- 

a common good, of the freedome olbds. 
the people, of iuftice, of religion, of re- 
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furmation, and fuch like, things oody 
mentioned in name, and no further in- 
tended, then in a bare fliewe : thus delt 
they, that fought to alter the Romaoe 
Empire by lighting the torch of ciuill 
diflention, (pretending the more eafily 
to winne the people) to free them from 
fubfidics and oppreflion, which then 
feemcd by their gouemours to lye 
vpon them, making a fliew to the com- 
mon forte, that they tendered their 
cafe in fo great a mcafure, that they 
could not longer indure to fee them 
afflicted in fo bad a manner. Thefe pre- 
tences wee readc to haue been made in 
France^ thefe haue been made in our 
couniric : and there was neucr either 
fubiect fcditious in the Comm6 wealth, 
or heretike hatcfull to Gods Church, 
but they defired to be accounted Euan- 
Nottthis, gclike and Apoftolike reformers, their 
bad conuenticlcs (Cockatrices to hatch 
treafon) they tearmcd by the name of 
Gods Church, tlicir phantaflicall opi- 
nions, Gods knuwne trueth, and their 

poyfo- 
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poyfoned herefies, the infpiration of 
Gods fpirit It were tedious & too long 
to repeate their names, who continual- 
ly haue flaundered Loyaltie with bafe 
tearmes, when themfelues haue defer- 
ued moft badly, both of the Church and 
of the Common wealth. Thus might I 
with teares remember the wrong that I 
fuffered in the Northeme Rebellion^ where y^/ w^y «/- 
though the fact was fo infamous, as the-^^"^^^^^^^ 
memorie is odious to this day, yet did fA^rittai in 
they pretend a reforming of religion, a 
freedome of confciece, and a bettering 
of the Common wealth. I paffe ouer 
without fpeech (but neuer to be reme- 
bred without fighes) the lamentable re- 
bellions made in Lincolnejliire ^ the ^xiot- sir lohn 
der in Norffolke by Ket & his bad com-^^^^'^^ 
panie, the intollerable boldnes in Kent Aifx. Ne- 
by lacke Straw and his accomplices. 
Thefe and fuch like haue laboured to 
roote me from the place of mine abode, 
to pull out Loyaltie from the mindes of 
fubiects, to make them offend & thinke 
there is no fault, to raife a flame that 
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may giuc H^jht, vhileft the Comciofi- 
wealth ihall bume ; to fbrre vp thcfe 
vnder pretence cf ri^ht, who haue de- 
fired to fubuert the ftate of the whole 
land. Jcfcfkus an ancient writer, letting 
downc the rebellious reuoltiflg, which 
the Jcwcs made from the Romanes^ vn- 
der colour of rude and \-ntoward dea- 
ling which they found in Florus their 
gouemour, he fetteth downc the parti- 
/'M/rAi./ cuiar rcmonftrance that King Agrifpa 
tAiytA^u^ made, touching the fmall appearance of 
/ft. occaflon which they had, rebellioufly 

to exempt them from their bwfuU obe- 
dience : the lewcs replied that it was on- 
ly againd Floras, and not the Romanes, 
that they l>are armcs : whom Agrippa 
So m.ir / /.M' toldc it was cafic to fay fo, but their ac- 
t.>ff/'*i^' tions were fuch as worfc could not haue

from her Councell, ment after to impart 
it to her Maicftic? Thefe things and ma- 
nie fuch (howfoeuer fmoothed ouer 
with a faire Ihcwe) hauc been comaiit- 
ted by vTinaturall fubiects, fince her Ma- 
icftics raigne, that our very enemies for 
the (late of our countrie, could by no 
meancs poflfible haue deferued worfe. 
And howfoeuer the lawe tearme them, 
not enemies, but fimplie as rebels and 
fcditious to their ownc countrie^ yet 
they ought not to be honored with the 
name uf peace, nor as fubiects any way 
to be made partakers thereof, vnles the 
infinitely oucrflowing mercie of their 
Prince vouchfafc them (vndeferued) fo 
great a fauour. When Antkonu rofe vp 
in armes againft his countrie, he was 
iudgcd & condemned worthilie by the 
Senate to boo a rcbcll : and when fomc 
intended to fend vnto him to intreate 
of peace, Tully thought it was mod 
flrange & farre ditTering from tlie ftatc 
of the Senate, to affoord a rebel the pri- 
uiledge of an open enemie. France can 

teftifie 
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teftifie of the like when trayterous fub- 
iects vndeferuedly (giue mee leaue to 
tearme them by that name) haue been 
fo mightie to withftand the King, that 
he hath fent without cotrolling tearms 
as to an open enemie : England hath not 
now (and I happilie wifh, as I hope it ne- 
uer (hall) any caufe to deale in the like 
manner. But the time was in the dayes 
of Edward the fixt, when a bafe pefant 
fo braued the Kings armie, that they 
vouchfafed them parle, as if Ronu had 
fent Ambaffador to the men of Car^ 
thage. But rebellion being the canker of 
a Common wealth, time hath taught vs 
by lamentable experience in the warres 
of RoTfUf That /edition doth grow by fuffe- Rome fell by 
ring^ and tJtat clemencie is rebebellions fpurre : ^^ 
which if it had not bin a ftate fo florifh- 
ing had not fo foone failed. And for 
France in the time of holie Lewes, fedi- 
tion had not been fo foone cut off, no 
rebellion had been rooted out, if the 
fword had not been made (harpe for to 
cut them off: for it becommeth a Prince 

D d like 
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like a good Surgioo, to cut off the po- 
trified parts^ leaft the found bee in f ected 
with the like contagion. Furdiermoffc^ 
to gro&d my feueritie vpon the teanncs 
of honor (for Li^yatiu dl hardly indure 
demende towards treafon) there is no 
ifwetmrnm^t Gentleman (vnles dq;enerate) that will 
tki^ indure the lye of his companion witn- 



^**^ out recanting: and fliall the Prince not 

onely fuflfer this» but wrongs^ damma- 
ges» iniuries, & dcfpitefuUy at the hands 

Amak0ria* of traytors ? Then band your fdues 
Honorable Lords. wife PrdaUs^ braue 
Ct^iaims. worthie GemiUmit^ refolute 
Soldiers, truftie Citisms. and painful Cp- 
minaliu. that the fmalleft part of treafon 
may not take ftrength in our dme^ and 
all of you rather hazard the laft droppe 
of your deareft bloud, then by treache- 
rous dealing, the Icaft wrong may bee 
offered to her facred Maiellie. This is a 
iuft quarrel wherein Loyallu we are to 
vnite our felues: for loofing but the 
bridle to fuch dangerous treafons, our 

Anftfffary Prince, our Hues, our Countrie, our for- 

Caiuat, 

tunes, 
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tuneS; are all indangered at the fame in- 
ftant. BefideS; either to pardon thefe at 
home, or fondly to credit thofe abroad, 
can bring no other benefite to the land 
but this, a contempt of our authoritie, a 
certaine danger to the Princes perfon, a 
perpetuall and needfuU feare of fome 
new attempts : yet euer I muft referue 
a prerogatiue to my gracious Soue- 
raigne ; for gracious clemeticie a (wor- Mercy often 
thie vertue to a fubiect) but dangerous^ 
to a traytor, giues them but leafure to 
fortifie themfelues ; graunts them but 
time to renew their force, & the ftormc 
is no fooner pad, but there is prefent 
feare of as great a tempeft. For it is 
great fimplicitie to fuppofe, & (at leaft) 
the extremitie of foUie to beleeue, that 
thofe who are once pluged in the gulfe Notfafe to 
of treafon, and haue throughly plotted ^^ 
for a kingdomes conqueft, can pofsibly 
be reclaimed with the greateft kindnes, 
or let goe their hope, before their Hues 
giue vp the lateft gafpe. If a kingdome 
were fo weake, or a Prince fo timerous, 
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(as almoft it was lately in tlie Rcalme of 
Fratui) yet it were eafie to prone out of 
the hiftorie of al times* that traytors ft 
feditious perfons^ howfoeuer they haoe 
been fo bold that they dtirft in the 6eld 
incounter the Lords annoynted : yet he 
whom the fcripture callcth the author 
of victorie and the God of battel, fhall 
make them to flie, when no man foUow- 
eth, (hall caufe ten thouland of them to 
bee chafed with a thoufand, and in the 
day of battcU gtue victorie to his owne 
annoynted. The rebelliO that was made 
in Spaytu againft the Emperour CkarUs 
Ck^Hotki the 5. in the beginning of his raigne^ to* 
getber with the happte fucccfle of his 
Maicftic. may feme as apparant proofe 
to confirmc this, feeing the feditious 
faction was foyled, and the mod of the 
taken captiuc. It (hall be needles to adde 
this» that in the daies of Quccne Mary^ 
when firft flic came vnto the Crowne, 
finding the people to be mutinous^ and 
in the land nothing almoft but flat re- 
bellion, in fliortcr time then the fpace 

of 
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of two monethsy worthely (he was con- 
queror ouer all her enemies : fuch was 
the ftate of Flanders 1566. and three 
yearcs after: yet ncuer heard of that re- 
bellious fedition preuailed againfl a 
lawfull Soueraigne : all ages afoorde 
multitude of examples in this kind : the 
vnnaturall riot of Duras : the wonder- 
full fucceffe of the battall of Dreux in 
France, and after of Poncenasi and not to 
(land in particulars of that country, the 
euent of things hath made knowne vnto 
vs, that rebellion builded vpon a weake 
foundation cannot pofTibly fland, if the 
Lord in anger do blow vpon it : neither 
fpeake I this to make a Prince more fe- 
uere againll his rebellious fubiects, to 
make the Scepter of a King plow vp the 
boweb of his owne countrie men, but to 
(hew that Loyaltie cannot brooke rebel- 
lion, that fedition is odious to a good 
fubiect, & that treafon is intollerable in 
a Commowealth, if J lincked with Re- 
ligion, (a thing hardly to bee hoped for 
in this bad age) coulde but Hue for a

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fuull time fafe from treafbn, if fbme of 
E^gUmds fubiccts had conrinnallie re- 
mained in my booTp then durft I boU- 
y/4r ly haue compared widi the proudeft na- 
tion ; and haoing religion a crownc^ and 
Ujaltk as a ftrong defence^ flie might 
valiantly haue incountercd her Aonteft 
foes; for I may confidently anooch (in 
the reuerend fecuritie of an vprig^t 
minde) that exoeptii^ treafims blowne 
into the heartes of her fubiecta^ by for- 

N^iJku, raine enemies, Emglami hath been as finee 
from danger, as far from diftrefle^ in as 
great prorperitie* as euer was Iland In 
fo bad an age. Then countriemen giue 
mee leaue, to perfwade thus much, that 
the benefitc of treafon (hall bee this, if 
vnhappilie (which (xod forbid) you ob- 
taine your purpofe, your countrie (hall 
bee dcfulatc, you your felues (hall bee 
feared and fufpectcd of your enemies, 

Atkin^U' and thcfc ample ornaments, garlands 
of long peace, (hall crowne your ene- 
mies for the victories obtained in your 
conqucli I that haue made your chil- 
dren 
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dren dutifull, in whofe mindes the name What loyalty 
of a Father did cxtingui(h difobedi- 
ence : I that haue made your friendes 
truflie, in whome the name of facred 
Friend/hip was wont to banifh all de- 
ceite : I that haue made your wiues 
in the honorable reuerence of your 
loue, to refpect no perfwafion of ftran- 
gers, thereby wantonly to commit a- 
dulterie ; I (I fay) intreate you by thefe 
fauours, that being children, in duetie 
you bee not difobedient to fo good a 
mother, being friendes by promife (and 
that confirmed with a facred vow) you 
bee not found deceitefuU to fo dread a 
Soueraigne : & laftly, being thofe whom 
nature, religion, time and countrie haue 
matched nearlie for this 36. yeares, with 
fo gratious a Prince, that you bee not 
feene to proftitute your bewtie to a 
ftranger, to admit Tarquin into your piutar. in 
fauour, and (neuer to bee vnpunifted) ^'^' ^^ ^*^^^^- 
to violate fo great an oath : for what 
the feuen Ambaffadors commended in

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(he proTdTeth at thtt daj: aad 

they in three things 

fliould excell, EngUmd 

twentict may iuftly 

ftrip the proadeft that Emnfe hath. The 

>• Ambafladors of R^mi boafted that their 
Temftes wen kmtamred^ thrir gtmenmin #- 
Aryw/p and Uuir vndUd fumjh§i\ tOMf aot 
England doe it more iuftly, if yon ooid- 
pare it with thofe times? And yet fior 
honouring our Temples, I cannot lb 
much commend vs, but ondy diat that 
little honor (which they haue amongft 
fomc) It is in true fmceritie The Am- 

a. bafladors of Carihagi Iuftly boafted that 
tktir Nobilitie was vatiani to figkt^ ikeir 
Cdminajlie to take payms, and their Phila^ 
fophers to teach: was there euer countrie 
(I except not Carthage in his beft eftate) 
where either the Nobilitie is more va- 
liant, the Cominaltie more laborious^ 
or the teachers more profound, then in 

England 
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England at this day? The Ambafladors 
of Cicely boafted that their countrie exe- 
cuted itistice, laued trueth^ and commen- 
ded Jimplicitie: neuer Common wealth I 
dare auouch, fmce the firft focietie that 
man had, was ruled with more vp- 
right iuftice, was honored with greater 
trueth, and admired for more fimplici- 
tie, then generallie is the ftate of Eng- 
land: the Ambafladors of the Rhodians 
bragged, that the old men were honejl^ the 
young men Jhamefaste^ and the women 
peaceable^ and may not England iuftlie 
boafte of all thefe? The Ambafladors 
of Athens^ that they confented not that 
their rich fliould be partially their people 
Jhould be idle, their gouemours Jhould be ig- 
norant, and is not all this now as true in 
England amongfl: vs ; as euer it was in 
Athens amongft them ? The Ambajfa- 
dours of Lacedemon, vaunted that there 
was no efiuie becaufe all were equally no co- 
ueteoufnes becaufe all were common : 
no idlenes, becaufe all did labour: and 
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liath giucn ftrangen money for very 

loycM, yet it was not for loue of them, 

liijt to flicw the world, that their plentie 

wu» not dcbardc from euery ftranger: 

fill riiifition.H I may truly fay thus» that 
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the aboundance of her skill, is vnequall ZAi'wnf

to make comparifon with vs in England \ i^^^q^^. 
and laftly, for our aduocates (a flaun--^^'^'^* 
der I confeffe common, but yet moft 
vntrew) men fo leamedlie wife, fo wife- 
lie religious, and fo refpectiuely lear- 
ned, wife and religious, as if Europe 
would feeme to contend in this, dout- 
les fliee (hould bee found farre inferior. 
Now thefe (and benefites farre greater 
then thefe are) (hould England be rob- 
bed of by Treafony depriued of by Sediti- 
on^ and quite fpoyled of by Rebellion. 
And therefore in the colde quaking 
feare of fo great an euill, when as I think 
how treafon goeth about to fupplant 
my (late, to fel my honor, and make me 
peri(h with one wound, then doe I luft- 
ly wi(h the teares of King Anchifes 
mourning for the fatall dedruction of 
proude Troye^ or of M. Marcellus for 
the citie of Syracufay when hee fawe it 
bume : or of Salust when he fawe Rome 
ill gouerned : or of King Defnetrius^ 
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when hee &w his foniie in krarc flaine is 
the battaile of Mmnihmm. But becaufe 
menf harts are flintie, aad not touched 
with iuft fonowe^ breeding remorfe of 
my (all, let me wilh, and wiflui^ obtaine 
the kinde and brinifli teaies of Qtume 
Rpfimm^ for her husband Darius^ when 
he was conquered by the great AkxmtH 
iir^ or of bewtifull Ckofairm^ weeping 
without comfort, that her beft beloued 
Amik^tty was conquered by Catfari bat 
if thefe teares be prophane, and not be- 
fitting to moume for the wrong* to lb 
vertuous and to fo hdy an Iland» then 
let me wifli the teares of Jtrtwij for Bm- 
fyUm^ when it was made captiue, or Da- 
am£r mourning for bis fonne AiJUm, or 
olde father !facpts for his fonne y^gM: 
this were tragicke matter, to write of 
treafon. to thinke but of that (yet death 
to thinke) which they intended, after 
that day (if cucr that then day flioulde 
enioy a funnc) (being darker then the 
blacked night) (as I wifli and hope that

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it neuer (hall) (hall Englands wife and 
painefuU Chroniclers write nothing 
but warres and bloodie fieldes : Poets 
Lucan-like begin with Bella per emathios 
plus quam ciuilia Campos : and then thofe 
that like the Philofopher Ariminus, 
(who wrote of the aboundance of jE- 
gypf) haue finelie difcourfed of the

rous to make an etemall n^t : And 
thofe that hane written like thdriOms (of 
the praife of Grmc^ (or LmmUms of the 
triumphs of TMeSf or Emmimides of A^ 
tkms gouemment) fhall tell pofteritie. 
that Tnajbn in one day depriued Eng- 
land of all thefe. 
Aiiktyof' But lead fome fhould think, that then

why, and that the lofle were nodiing

faide Homer \ but the laft and wifcft an- 
fwered (jiihil aliud in rebus hutnanis mag- 
num^ nifi magna defpiciens) nothing is 
great in humane things, but a minde 
that contemneth great things. M. Cu- 
riuSf whe the Ambafladours of the Sam- 
nites offered him golde in great abun- 
dance, anfwered, I had rather bee Lord 
ouer you, that are Lordes ouer it, then 
onely poflefle it felfe: and did not this 
fpeech of his deferue better then the 
action of Lucullus to rob the Spartans t 
Did not Crates gaine more glorie by 
calling his riches into the fea, then King 
Nabuchadonozor for taking the treafure 
out of the temple? Is it not more ho- 
nor for the rich Jndians to contemne 
their golde, then for the greedie Spany- 
ards fo to couet it? which if it were not 
vfed to the preiudice of forraine prin- 
ces, all countries could wifli him to bee 
glutted with it, and that the Jberian 
fands were like vnto golden Tagus, and 
their little riuers, like vnto Pactolus

Hi- 
therto haue I been tofled in the dange- 
rous warres of fwelling Treafon, where 
iuft occafion was offered to fpeake of 
fundrie by name, famous to the worlde 
for fuch foule offences : but I am loath 
to rippe vp the hatefuU memorie of our 
countries enemies, whome though ray- 
ling brainficke Romoaldus the Scot, feem in confutat

IS it euen fo neighbor Nicholfon' : now 
fadnefTe I atn fory for your milhap, that a man- 
age accomplifhcd fo haftily, (hould be repented fo 
fuddenly. Yet man, keepe your ownc counfell, and 
feare not, all will be well enough I warrant ye. You 
alleadge in your letters, what a blemifh it is to your 
credit, and withall, what an inward vexation of minde 
you are perplext withall, when your friends caft in 
your teeth your marriage with the Tripe wife, what a 
beaftiy fiithy flut fhe hath becne, and ftill is, without 
any hope of her amendment. Yet all this is not fo gree- 
uous to ye, as the bad reportcs that Hie abroad of her, 
that not contenting her felfe to be cofoned by a nota- 
ble drab, fhe niuft afterward, or at the fame inflant, 
be trimde by that new vpilart Barbar. who indeed of 
Sifters, was glad to vfe a paire of (heeres, and for 
want of a chairc, fucli as men vfe to fit in when they 
are trimde, (he mufl aduance one foote vpon a Tre- 
uot, and mak'e the other leg flanding foolifhly by, ac- 
ceffarie to the others intollerable follie. O world of

For your fake good neighbour, ptttying yoar day- 
\y vexation, and according to my promife wben we met 
lad at Ratcliflfe : I went to the place you wot oC wbeie 
(though it was fomewhat to my coft, yet nothing is 
ouer dcere in regarde of a friend) I made meanes to 
get in, euen fo foone as the Queft of women were 
newly calde together, and before any of the perfons 
to be examined were admitted to anfwere. When fee- 
ing how orderly they intended to proceede, and diat 
heereby a perfect refolution might enfue, both for my 
felfe and you : I drew foorth my writing Tables, 
and getting clofe into a comer noted downe euery 
thing fo nccre as I could, which now wTitten more at 
large, then in fo fmall a roome I could comimfe, 
I haue fcnt ye by my feruant iri//unn, who hath fur- 
ther inftruction bcfide to acquaint ye with, whereof I 
dcfirc ye to haue an er[)eciall care. 

Firft, Margaret, not your ^ifcs daughter, but a by- 
blowe (as is imagined) of your predeceflTours, was 
called before the women. 

Then mother MeJJifigham. the old true peny for 
trimming of a Tripe, then Alice and Ione\ WUIiam 
fhould h»iuc bin there, but was not, marie Richard very 
honcftly came in. and defended the caufe very fubftan- 
tially, fo did Miftreffc Roft\ and the partie with the 
goldc Ring on the forefinger. The intcrgatories for ex- 
amination, were thefe that follow. 

1 Imprimis, whether fuch a woman, named Doll 
Fhillips, came to the dwelling houfe of the Tripe 
wife at fuch a time, naming the moncth and day. 

2 Secondly, what taike they had beneath toge- 
ther, and whether flie brouj^ht with her a letter or 
no. 

3 Third- 
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3 Thirdly, who went vp the ftaires with them, 
whether any body, or themfelues alone. 

4 Fourthly, how long they taried aboue together, 
and whether any flieeres were cald for or no, or whe- 
ther they had them ready aboue in the Chamber. 

5 Fiftly, whether they knew them to be vfed or 
no, for taking away of haire from her head, or the o- 
ther vnfeemly place. 

6 Sixtly, whether the Tripe wife had fo many 
futers as Doll fpeakes of, to the number of nineteene 
or no. 

7 Seauenthly, whether they knew the man that 
had beene fo bolde with the Tripe wife, that threw her 
on the bed, kift her, and did, or would haue done ali- 
quid amplius, becaufe he was the furtheft in hec 
bookes. 

8 Eightly, whether the Capon and Turkie (by 
any of their knowledge) was fent to the King and 
Queene of Faires or no. 

Other queftions were demanded afterward, but not 
with fuch vrgencie as thefe, becaufe you know thefe 
were mod materiall, and (as the cafe flood) were 
mofl necefTarie to be knowne : yet will I tell ye 
what the other were, when I come to fpeake of them 
as they happened.

(hewed her felfe fo perfe&ly acqnaioted with Mmfkw 
Graci. A letter flie brought indeed* vUdi being fcad, 
flie told my mother, that fliee had more w d| ^ ily mat- 
ten to confer with her on, which made nay mother 
take her vp the ftaires with her, not admitting any but 
thcmfelucf to |^ with them. The time of their tari- 
ance tlicrc, was not aboue three quarters of an honie 
at the vttcrmuft in all, which fpace I heard no Sheeres 
calfl for, neither were any caried vp to them, nor knowe 
I whether any were aboue in the Chamber or no. 

Ndw concerning; your demaunde for v(age of the 
Shrrrcw, triicly I am perfuaded it is vtterly vntrue, 
ami onely riunoureil abroad to defame my mother. For 
thiMi^li Ihe waji defirous to baue the fpurrialles that

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by any fuch a bad meane. Yet age now a dayes in thefe 
latter dayes, fliewes themfelues fo fimple oftentimes, 
that one can hardly anfwer for them in matters of more 
importance, therefore I referre yee in this cafe to olde 
mother Mefsingham. (he hath beene moft inward with 
my mother, and therefore in fuch a doubtfull caufe can 
beft refolue ye. 

That (he had nineteene woers, I am not able to 
(land direftly vpon the iuft number, but queftionle(re I 
imagine (he had (from the beginning of her widdow- 
head) rather more then one fewer, for I tell yee, my 
father left her that which made her lookt after, and 
not fo much but olde Saunders the Sergeant, became 
a luftie futer to her: but neuer I tliinke was widdowe 
fo wa(ht in fade, Sugar, and good drinkes. I warrant 
there are fome that yet fit and thinke on their laui(h ex- 
pences, for my mother was outwardly kinde to all, but 
inwardly enclined to thinke well of no one, for if (he 
could not deepely di(remble, there are Hers abroad, but 
I name no body, in regarde (he may now make amends 
for that fault 

Nowe that there was one more fpeciall in her fa- 
uour then all the reft, we in the houfe haue diuerse 
times imagined fomewhat, mary could neuer ' perceiue 
any outward token to be noted : but the woman who 
pretended cunning to her, threw forth very vnmanner- 
ly fpeeches of the matter, that vnder (hrifte (as it were) 
(he difclofed the man to her, which if (he did, (he was 
not fo wife as I tooke her for : my felf am but a young 
wenche, and yet if I intended to beftow fuch a token of 
my fauor on any one, mine owne mouthe (hould neuer 
be the trumpet of my (hame, but rather as I had offen- 
ded fondely, it (hould be lockt in my bofome the more 
fccretly, for let the worlde imagine what they lift, 
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when they know nothing, I haue both the winde and 
water fide of them. 

As for fending the Capon and Turkic to the King 
and Queene of Fayries, thats bcft knowne to DoU 
and my mother, for the matche was clofely made be- 
tweene themfelues, and whether on any fuch condi- 
tion or no, I am not able to fay: but fure I am our 
maide caried them with her, and deliuered them to the 
woman, ere they came haife way to the king of Fay- 
ries houfe, for they fay his dwelling is at Paddingtan, 
and the maide was difchai^ed of her burthen in high 
Holborne. 

This is all I can deliucr good women, and (vpon 
my maidenhead) I haue told ye as much in tlicfe mat- 
ters as I am able to fay : for I liad more minde of 
other bufinefles for my felfe, then either to regarde 
my mothers coufenage or wooing. 

Call in mother Me/singham (quoth the Crycr) 
and Ihc will refolue yee thorowly in thefe cunning 
affaires. 

She being come before the Queft, whimpe- 
ring and making courtefies downe to the ground at 
euery word : defired (he might be no accufer of her 
good olde miflrcffc, for (he knew nothing in thefe mat- 
ters, and therefore could fay littl^ but being comman- 
ded to proceed in the Articles, fhe pleaded ignorance 
to all but one, and the knowledge fhe had in that one 
was but by bare reporte, neither therefore (quoth fhe) 
builde not vpon the trueth of my words, for I receiued 
them at the fecond hand, and few things (ye know) are 
mended in the cariage. It is (quoth Ihe) concerning her 
number of futers whereof I am to fpeake, and 
which of them receiued molt alTurance of her kindnelTe:

When the coofening Drab had perfwaded my mi- 
ftreffe, that (he could helpe her not onely to the golde 
knowne to be loft, but a great deale more faid to be hid 
in the houfe : (hee demaunded fuch a requeft as hath 
beene fpoken of, for by the helpe therof (he muft effedl; 
the coniuration, otherwife (hee was not able to pro- 
ceed any further: but by the faith of an olde woman, 
I thinke no fuch conference paft betweene them, at 
leaft I am fure my miftreffe fweares the contrarie, 
and I tell yee I will not diftruft her wordes for more 
then (he is worth. 

Come miftreffe (faith Doll) I knowe one kift 
yee on Chriftmaffe Eue laft paft, when your hat fell 
into the Sowfe tub, I know yee gaue a good fellow 
a King, with feauen Diamonds in it, and the King 
I likewife know ye haue this day receiued againe : fo 
albeit I am able to fay who the man is you do moft af- 
feflion, and can tell therein perhaps more then you 
imagine: yet muft you your felfe reueale his name to 
mc, how he kift yee at the beds fide, vntide your hofe- 
garter, and elefted ye for his owne with the beft tefti- 
mony of good will. 

She faith, that my miftreffe refolude her in all thefe, 
which if (he did, (as I will neuer imagine her fo fimple, 
or that at any time (he would make fo (lender reckoning 
of her reputation:} I muft needes blame her folly and 
great indifcretion, which doubles the penaltie of the 
offence fo carelefly committed. 

Thus much I will confeffe good women, that my 
miftreffe had good ftore of futers, among whom were 
diucrs of good credit & efteeme, whofe purfes launcht 
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out liberally, and nothing was reputed too decre or 
daintie for the widdowe : but that I faw ill demeanour 
offered in any one of them, or any fuch wanton humor 
in my miftrcfTe, I neither can or will fay for all tlie 
worlds good. 

Many have bcene falfely chargde with matters, as 
now perhaps my miftrelTe is at this time : but I leaue 
all to liim to cenfure, that knowes bcfl whether thefc 
reports are true or no, and fo take this as the vttermoft 
of my knowledge. 

The refl being examined, and able to fay little or 
nothing to the articles, the women went alone by them 
felues awhile, and finding euery thing fo apparant, 
that they were not long to be ftood vppon : they retur- 
ned that the Tripe wife was never trimde, yet to pre- 
uent the worfl which aftenvards might enfue, and as 
women that would not endaungcr their credits, they 
wrote dowoe vpon their bill Ignoramus, whereuppon, 
the fentenee was deliuered in this manner.

when by that meanes you got a bidding to dinner, yea 
cuen the bed place at the boord, namely, to fit iuft before 
your louing miftreffe, where all amorous difcourfe 
was faine to paffe betwcene ye in the Cup, for further 
libertie ye were not admitted. But aboue all, I com- 
mend your fliorte and fweete enftruftion giuen her at 
the window, pinching her by the finger, and bidding 
her looke to her felfe, for flie was in danger to be ftolne 
away, and all your market marde. And in faith the 
merrie night at Epping was worth gramercie, when 
the Gentleman your riuall fupt in your company, and 
had a prieft ready, if neede (hould fo require. Beleeue 
me neighbour, you had great reafon then to be af- 
fraide: yet more then HerculesAWiQt you valiantly 
held out, in defpight of Philajlorgogh, the bottle of 
Sack, and all RicJtards words, which renownes ye to 
pofteritie, for an vnconquerable wooer, and verefies on 
your behalfe that ancient verfe, 

He loou'd Tripes as his life. 
Therefore /te Itath the Tripe wife. 

Oh that I were acquainted with fome excellent wit, 
who in liuelicft colours could decipher downe your 
heroycall fortunes.

Now all good Ladds, to wliofe reading this prc- 
fent Jigge (liall come, I would not haue ye miftake my 
meaning in the Song, that ye (liould goe about the 
ftreetes Tinging it, or chaunt it at her doore, ere (lie be 
vp in a morning. No, God forbid, that would but breed 
domcHicalt difquietnefTc, and if man and wife fhould 
happen to fall out about it, I (not knowing how neere 
the Tripe tub ll:ands) might bring him in more dan- 
ger of Gun-Hiot then I am aware of. Therefore I 
pray ye conceit U after my owne entending, that is, a 
Sorrowfull Sonnet for euery friend of his to medi- 
tate on, leaft their fortunes fliould proue fo monftrous 
as his, and they run into perill of hanging themfelues, 
vpon fo extraordinaric a conclufion. 

Heere followeth the rare atchieuemettt of the widdowe, 
from her houfe hehinde the fhambles, how flu was 
conueyed thence to London Bridge, and made a 
Bride vpon a very fhort warning. 



Yea marie Sir, now ye come to the matter I long 



to heare of, by reafoii of the diuers reports bruted a- 
broad thereof, and whether it were fo heroycally acted, 
as fome haue heard it from his owne lippes. Was it 
polTible, that flie (hauing fuch honell well willcrs and 
frends, at home at her houfe at dinner) could chufe no 
other time to (lip away, but euen at fuch a time, there- 
by to difcredite her fclfe? Was her coloured excufe to 
buy a hat and an apron, and falls it now out fo, that fhe 
bought a hufband ? O world full of falfhood, O women 
moll deceiptfull, when ye are leaft fufpected. But went 
fhe then directly to the Bridge or no? No, fhe went not 
then thether, but one of her Sifters, counterfetting a 
fudden ficknefTe, the other (bceing the fatter of the 
twaine) was made the inftrument of fetching her to an 
intended Banquet ; where wine walking luftely about, 
and manie merrie matters familiarly difputed on, it 
was fet downe for an irreuocable determination, that 
no remedic, the Tripe-wife mud dine next daye at her 
louers houfe. But it is wonderfull to fpeake on, with 
what zcale fhe paced thither, her apron in her hand all 
the way, which fhe had not fo much leafure as to put on, 
but looked ftill behinde her, leaft ftie fliould be caught 
vp for waight and fafhion. He, as anie kinde heart tn 
like cafe would doo, doubting her comming, becaufc 
fhe had fo often diffcniblcd with others, trudges to her 
houfe : but happic did hee eftecme that loft labor, when 
at his returne backe againe he found her where he wold 
haue her. 

Now the Sifters lay on load for him, becaufe hee 

had promifed them large rcquitall : and how the tyme 

was wafted in conference, I know not, but wcl I wot, 

home he would not let her goe that night, for now hee 
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fayle fo farre as Pepper Alley, and thence to S. Geor- 
ges Church : where becaufe the Church-man was not 
readie, (he muft needes paffe a large circuite. But I 
can tell ye wherefore that was : marrie to ftop theyr 
mouthes, that faid (he durft not be married by daylight, 
therefore (he defpifed two a clocke in the morning: A 
figge for them that dare not be married at ten a clock in 
the forenoone, and afterward home to dinner of her 
owne proulfion, brought thether the day before. Here 
was a cunning bob for tlie re(t Call ye him a foole or 
a fimple fellow, that had the wit to compafTe fuch an ex- 
ployt': well mafters, fit you at the vpper end of the 
table, kiffe and fmowtch the Widdow neuer fo much: 
there is one fits nethermoft, hee hath an eye to his bufi- 
nes, and whatfoeuer you but barely hope for, hee is the 
man I tell ye, muft carrie the wench away. 

Oh, but well fare the frend that made fuch haft for 
the licenfe : few wooers are beholding to fuch a deere 
Damon, And not at that time onely did he ftand him in 
fome fted, but in the countrie likewife he ftucke clofely 
to him. If he reward him not well for his paynes, he 
is verie much too blame : for both his countenance and 
credite were no meane helpes to him. Hold him then 
the beft ftring to your bow (Neighbour) in getting the 
Tripe-wife. 

Thus haue I been as good as my word vnto you, 
my verie kinde and honeft Neighbour, in fending you 
this briefe collection of your aduentures : nor knowe 
I how to extoll fufficientlye your great deferuings, 
though iniquitie of time fomewhat obfcure your valor, 
reproachfully throwing this bone for you to gnawe on, 

that 
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^at had yoor bfaoot bom b eflo wed in better (oft, than 
for a baflcet of Tripes and Cbitterlings : feme one or 
other vmld hane fpokcn to oar Antiquanc, to baue 
written fatir lines at the leaft in praife of >-our pafling 
proccediag. But feeii^ it is no better, 

Giue loofeis leaue to prate their till. 
The Tripes are thine both good and tIL 
What oihers fay, take thou no care. 
Puddings and Tripes are cbapmcns ware. 




Ccrlaine reports fpread abroad of the Tripe-wife 
and her late married hushattd, w/tereby if they 
be flaundered or no, let themfelues be their cnvn 

htdges. 

FIrfl for the Tripe-wjfe, that all the time of her 
widdowhootl, her lips were fo common in kifllnge- 
[e]uerie one, and her hands fo readie in recciuing all gifts 
whatfoeuer, tcarming each futer hufband, and making 
fo little difference in outward kindnes, that either flie i- 
magined flie might haiie manie hufbands, or diffenib- 
lingly thought to vfe all alike. A fault, wherein if fliee 
were guiltie, as it is credibly reported, doubtles it de- 
ferueth generall reproofe, and no milde cenfure of her 
verie decreft frends. 

That likewife (he was verie wantonly giuen, often 
defiring, like them long kept fading, tlie louing morfetl 
of a man. And to (howe her folly the more in this one 
poynt, I haue heard, that with her own hand fhe made 
a priuie fearch in a Gentlemans round hofe, whether he 
ware them with a rowle, after the bed fafhion : or that 
tliey were voyd of all good ihape and making. 

That one of her Sifters, knowing her by nature to 
bee thus affefted, willed him tliat hath married her, to 
(hew her whether lie were a man able for the field or no, 
and what good weapon hee carried about him : other- 
wife, there was no fmall hope of plcafing her, and lefle to 
D be 



be expected of his fucceffe. 

Now whether he followed her good counfell or no, 
I am not able to fay : but hence (as it is reported) grew 
Doh vnhappie ayming at her throwing vpon the bed : 
\Vhich if hee did alone, and no bodie elfe, it was the 
more valoroufly performed : but if he had any pertakers, 
it was the greater wrong to come fo many againft one 
bodie ; for one to one is alwayes counted faire playe, 
manly and reafonable, but to oppreffe by multitudes, is 
euer reckoned an apparant figne of cowardife. 

That fliee fhould fweare tlie night before fhee was 
wedded, that (he would ncuer marrie with tlie Grocer 
he was fuch a logger-head : but if tlie former condition 
of the obligation flood in full force and vertue, then I 
imagine he had befl right to her, except fome hungrie 
fellow defired to follow, and fup vp his leauings. 

And here (by the way) the gencrall rumour is to be 
examined : namely, that the night the ftoole was puld 
from her, fhe had abufe offered her two feuerall waics : 
firft to be vanquiilied by wine, a (hrewd depriuer of the 
fenfcs : then daftardlike to be throwne backward, and 
more laid on her, then (he was able to beare. If thys 
be the way to get a wife, well may it be tearmed drun- 
kenly done ; but neuer to be reputed heroycall, like his o- 
ther actiue agilities : marrie when no better way is 
left to fpeed, wel-fare the wine that won the widdow. 

It is faid alfo, that he promifed my brother William 
the prefent releafe of foure fcore pound land by the yere 
(which he was not to enioy till the widdowes death) if 
he would (as he did) labour for his fucceffe. And now 
that he hath fped, hee not onely in this breakes promife 
with him, but in a matter of two houfes befide, {land- 
ing

ing behinde the fhambles, the leafes whereof were by 
his deceafed brother made in his name, and conditioned 
that he (hould enter on them after his death : but byr la- 
die, my new married brother in law now fayes no: fo 
William is like to tarrie yet both for the land and hou- 
fes. But bee of good cheere Brother, you are not the 
firft that hath trauild for an vnkinde requiter, nor (hal 
be the laft muft lofe by him. 

Both the Sifters (I heare) likewife are together 
by the eares, becaufe the ones rewarde exceedes the o- 
thers, and there is fuch alledging, which of them hath 
beft deferued on his behalfe: that while they ftand con- 
tending, and counting how much they ftiall haue for 
their paines, he turnes them off with a fillop of the fin- 
ger, and flatly faith, now he hath what he would haue, 
let them goe feeke what they ftiould haue. Sifters, I 
would haue William and you put your gaines together 
into a bottomleffe bag: and if at the yeeres end it en- 
creafe not, yet ye ftiall be fure it will not be leffe than it 
is. Marry, (if ye can) turne your endeuors another 
time to better aduantage: elfe you will bee thought vn- 
wife, & he that fo thriues by your labor more fortunate. 

Fie vpon ingratitude, cries poore Richard^ hee will 
fell all his gettings for a pore pepper corne : yet he faies 
if promife had been kept, fiftie pounds in effe at the 
leaft ftiould haue fallen to his ftiare, befide the full and 
abfolute power of his Sifters trade put ouer to him 
onely : where now, he is not onely deceiued of the one, 
but difappoynted of the other: and his vnkinde Sifter 
the Tripe-wife, that I thinke will foUowe fowce fel- 
ling cuen in her graue, abbridges him of that paltrie 
prerogatiue, and flatly executes the office ftill her felfe.

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Uhat a lamentable Dittic is here in fuurc parts, of 
AW;/ kabrr^us, ifkhich d^tii not fo much difturb the fin- 
gers, as it ur^jclli difpleofurc in the hearers. Good 
pe»>plc. beft-are of wo-Dcrs promifes, they arc like the 
mufique of a Taber and Pipe: the Pipe fings goldc, 
gifts and manie gay llifiigs, but perfourmancc morali- 
zed in the Tabcr. ftill bcarcs the burden of I doubt it, 
I doubt it : which in my conceipt is a vcric pitifull hea- 
ring. 

Moreouer I vnderftand, that vcric fimply himfdie 
makes report how weaice his ftate ftood, before he got 
the widduw. and that if flic had not come when ftiee did, 
his inkhorn had been dr>-e. and he not able to \mte one 
letter ni'jre. 

What follv is this in anie man. to difclofc his own 
Secretes': If it had been fo, for fliame I would neuer 
haue reueald it my fclfe. But hence I percdue growes 
the houfliold difquietncs, as is faid, betwcene him and 
her, becaufc fhe findcs not what flie expected, and there- 
fore wifheth her felfe ouer head and cares in the fowce 
tub. 

O what a moumfuli mornings workc was that be- 
twconc my fat Sifter and her, when (he raild in Lom- 
l».iril-ftrcelr. for exclian'n'n'' fo much of her golde, and 
wilhl Ihe were behiiule the Shambles againc as well 
as iiKT ihc was : for tlie roaring of the Thames, (or 
ratluT ranfackinj; of her bagges) fo difquiets her night- 
Lv u'ft. that her other home was heauen in rcfpect of 
I.<»iulon-briii^o. 

l^t'^Klo, it is no manly part in him to make vaunt, 
h*nv ofi hce trickt the Tripc-wife before he had her. 
' •*'. 'ic\ I am content to winke at fmall faults, but (if 
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ye fhould be fuch a one) this were intollerable. He bee 
fworne, I made anfwcre on your behalfe, where I had 
a round checke for my labour, I faid, I durft haue layd 
my life yee would not vtter fuch a woorde for all the 
world. Peace foole quoth the aunfwerer, the man is 
wife enough. 

Then I heare how you goe bragging about, brea- 
thing forth horrible thundring threates, becaufe cer- 
tainc bookes and ballads are printed of the Tripe-wife: 
ye faid ye had the tricke to out-face all the wooers, and 
fo yee would ouer-dare all the Printers : yee beknaue 
your betters, calling them at your owne pleafure, and 
then turn your tung to your taile when you haue done. 
What man? it will not fnowe alwaies, neither can 
you or the bcft tenaunt yee haue, beare downe Paides 
Clmrch-yard, Rather win them with kindnes, for ex- 
tremitie auayles not, they know yee for a man and no 
more, and will care for ye as a man and no more. 

I know a verie good frend of yours, who would bee 
heartely forrie if thefe reports fhould be true, & means 
to talke with ye on them when hee next meetes ye : for 
my part, I am fure ye euer found me firme, and fo vp- 
right vnto ye in wading thorough the caufe, that as I 
would excufe nothing, fo would I neuer iuftifie anie 
thing. 

Ye muft regard the world as it is, naturally giuen 
to finde fault where anie caufe is giuen, bee it neuer fo 
little. And though all the ftirre about the Tripe-wife 
be not worth the leaft peece of a Tripe : yet it fufficeth 
that yee haue wonne the fpurres, from them all, and 
therefore let me adde thefe, as appendices vnto your 
Armes. 
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A Chutcrling rampant in a field fowfant, two hag- 
gas puddings for the fupportcrs, a Neates foote clean- 
ly waflit fixed on your creaft, and a faire fcrapde Tripe 
to couer all. for the mantle. 

So with my hartic commendations to your good 
bed fellowe and your felfe, with all the reft of my ap- 
prooued frends. I bid yee heartely farewell, this 2.
